Syria’s Jews are 
hostages, Israel 
“tells U.N: unit 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
Israel told a U.N. committee Mon- 
day night Syria was holding its 
entire Jewish population as a pawn 
in the Middle East conflict. 

Israel delegate Yoel Barromi said 
Syria was one of the most com- 
petling examples of anti-Jewish 
treatment. Syrian Jews were pro- 
hibited from leaving the country or 
moving more than a four-kilometre 
radjus from their ghetto. They were 
also subjected to constant harass- 
ment and humiliation ‘by their 
neighbours. 

“The real punpose of the Syrian 
anti-Jewish policy was holding of 
an entire minority group as a pawn 
in the Middle East conflict," Mr. 
Barromi said, adding that after 
1967, Jews in, Arab states became 
“hostages deprived of freedom of 
movement and communication, 
caught In a deadly trap, living a 
precarious life at the mercy of the 
whims and brutality of the secret 
police.” 

Meanwhile, a representative of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion told the U.N. General Assem- 
bly’s Special Political Committee: 
“Israel, the child to which the 
U.N. gave birth 24 years ago, has 
become a monster out of the con- 
trol of its parent.” 

Saadat Hasan said a state of ten- 
sion and turmoil in the Middle Hast 
continued, with half the Palestine 
people exiled from their own land 
and the other haif living under 
military occupation. “The U.N., as 
one of the primary parties to the 
creation of the Palestine question, 
has demonstrated its total inability 
to deal with the problem in a sub- 
stantive way,” he declared,

“Get us aMiG,” Prime Minister Ben-Gurion ordered the head-of the intel- 
ligence service, when it had become vital to know how Israel's newly- 
acquired Mirages would shape up against the aircraft the Soviets were 
giving the Arab countries. How this order was carried out is described by 
Jack Gee, in the fifth extract from his book “Mirage —- Warplane for the 
World,” published this month by MacDonald, London.

A‘few months latér Mohammed Raglub, an Iraqi pilot win, 
was on leave in Frankfurt received a phone call inviting him to 
the Hotel Intercontinental to meet a certain “Herr Frantz”. 
Intrigued by this name which meant nothing to him, Ragiub 
kept the appointment. Frantz, a friendly young man who spoke 
perfect English, asked “How would you like to earn $10,000?” 
Raglub's eyes lit up. After three years as a co-pilot with United 
Arab Airlines he had been sacked for reporting for duty drunk. 
He had volunteered to rejoin the Iraqi Air Force, which, since 
it was so short of air crews, had sent him to Base H3 near the 
Jordanian frontier for service with a MIG squadron. 

Ragiub’s pay as an air force officer was meagre, and the 
nightclubs of Frankfurt were expensive. When Frantz, the alias 
used by Amos Barkat, European chief of Mossad, told him 
Israel wanted delivery of a MiG-21, he agreed to go to Paris to 
discuss the matter with Israeli officials there. Dazzled by the 
bright lights of Pigalle and the Champs Elystes, he quickly spent 
the 500 dollars advanced by Frantz. But the taste of money had 
whetted his appetite. He tried to raise the stakes. He demanded 
$250,000 for stealing a MiG and threatened that, if his conditions 
were rejected, he would immediately reveal the Israeli machina- 
tion to Iraq's military security. 


Took the wrong door 


Raglub never had an opportunity to carry out his threat. His 
botly was found the next day beside a railway track in Germany. 
Nobody saw him fall from the express train which was speeding 
him back to Frankfurt. Nobody contradicted the German 
police's explanation that he must have mistaken a door leading 
onto the track for the entrance to a toilet. 

Israeli intelligence’s next choice was another Iraqi Air Force 
officer, Captain Munir Rufa, a Christian Arab who was dis- 
gruntled at being passed over for a promotion because of his 
religion. Rufa told a Mossad agent in Baghdad he was prepared 
to fly a MiG out to Israel—at a price. But he insisted that his 
wife and two small boys must first be taken to safety. Since. exit 
visas were issued with parsimony to Iraqi Christians, this was a 
difficult problem. But a Mossad doctor found the answer. A 
small capsule was smuggled to Rufa with instructions for his 
younger son to swallow it. The boy at once presented severe 
symptoms of polio. Rufa obtained visas for his entire family on 
compassionate grounds. His wife was allowed to fly with both 
children to London where the ailing boy could receive specialist 
treatment, But the temporary paralysis induced by the Israeli 
drug soon wore off. With his wife and children out of danger, 
Rufa carried out the next stage of the plot. : 


Too fast for Hunters 


When the disappearance of Rufa and his MiG-21 was dis- 


and tried to intercept him over Amman. But the MiG was too 
fast for them and climbed out of range. A few minutes later 
Rufa’s plane appeared on the radar screens of an Israeli base in 
the Negev Desert. His arrival was a closely kept secret. Even 
the Mirage pilots who took off to identify the intruder did not 
know they were intercepting a plane carrying a $300,000 price 
tag. 

Major Ran, who was piloting the leading Mirage, was aston- 


᾿ ished to hear the voice of Air Force Commander General 
- Mordechai Hod cut in'over his radio with the order: “Don’t 
: fire at that MiG. He will follow you and make a landing.” Sure 


enough, as Ran passed over the MiG, he saw Rufa signal with 


a down-turned thumb that this was his intention. A few minutes 


later Rufa touched down. After shaking hands with the base 
commander and exchanging a few words of greeting in English, 


_ he took of his flying suit and was flown by helicopter to Tel 


Aviv. There he lives to this day with his wife and sons in a quiet 
suburban street. But he cannot shake off the nostalgia for his 
old life in the air. Once he asked to be hired as a pilot by E1 Al, 
the Israel airline. But his request was turned down: outside 
Israel Rufa would never be safe from Arab vengeance. 

Thanks to the Mossad's MiG coup, the air forces of Egypt. 
Syria and Iraq had no secrets for the Israelis during the Six Day 
War. In Rufa's MiG Israeli pilots took part in hundreds of mock 
dogfights against their own Mirages. They obtained first hand 
knowledge of the strong and weak points of the Soviet fighter. 
They learned that the Mirage was usually more manoeuvrable 
in combat and easier to handle in a dive than the MiG-21. 
Although the MiG had better acceleration at supersonic speeds. 
the Israelis reckoned that the Mirage’s top speed of Mach 2.2 


’ was higher than the Mach 2 attributed to the MiG. In fact, the 


Israelis have never flown their MiG faster than Mach 1.7. An 
Israeli officer explained: “It’s the only one we've got and we 
don't want to bend it.” 

Tsrael also lacked spares to repair the MiG when it was de- 
livered by its defecting pilot. But advancing Israeli troops found 
all the new parts they needed when they seized the Egyptian air 
base at El Arish in the Sinai Desert on the second day of the 
Six Day War. 


Fuel tank as bull’s-eye 


While scrutinising the MiG the Isracli's most important dis- 
covery was that its starter motor was operated by highly volatile 
fuel stored in a tank behind the cockpit. An explosion in flight 
was a certainty if a shell fragment struck this tank. This informa- 
tion was precious. Target practice against their captured MiG 
enabled Mirage pilots during the Six Day War to score bulls 
eyes with unerring accuracy on the most sensitive part of the 
enemy aircraft. 

Until the War the Israelis refused point blank to Iet any 
Western power study their prize. They were anxious not to offend 
the Soviet Government. But after Moscow broke off diplomatic 
relations with Israel in 1967, US experts were allowed to make a 
detailed inspection of the MiG, After the War it took part in a 
victory flypast. displaying its Israeli insignia—a blue Star of 
David on a white.field—and. as a tribute to the ingenuity of the 
Mossad, James Bond's code number “007" on the fuselage. 

From 1964 the Israelis were able to feed back to France re- 
ports and films on the Mirage III's performance in battle. This 
information was put to good use by Dassault in later versions 
of the aircraft and particularly in the Mirage 5. Ironically, it 
was not Israel but its enemy Libya which profited from the ex- 
perience of the Israeli pilots and engineers. The Libyans have on 
order several squadrons of Mirage 5s, the same model as the 
50 aircraft bought by Israel before the Six Day War and which 
France has impounded for over four years under the embargo 
imposed by General de Gaulle., ; 

Engineers at Dassault's Saint Cloud and Bordeaux design 
offices eagerly studied the films and documents from Israel, 
Thanks to the Israelis they knew where to strengthen the 
Mirage's armour. how to perfect its instruments and radar and 
to improve its performance both in the sky and on the airfield. 


_ Over 600 modifications were made to the Mirage-ITI on the 


strength of the Israelis’ reports. The Israel Air Force squadrons 


of interceptor, ground attack and reconnaissance Mirages pro- 


vided the perfect flying test bed for the French manufacturer. 

On one of his visits to France General Weizman brought a 
special gift to the French Air Force Commander General André 
Martin: a film of the first dogfight between French Mirages and 
Egyptian MiGs. During the battle not one of the missiles fired 
by the. Egyptian planes hit ἃ Mirage. The Israelis were quick to 
learn that old-fashioned cannon were more effective than the 
air-to-air missiles with which the French Armée de [Air was 
equipping its own Mirages. Weizman says: “About the time of 
the Korean War a concept grew up in all the world's air forces 
that high-speed flying and high-specd interception miade the 
miSsile a key weapon. The holders ‘of this theory preached that 
close contact between planes and dogfighting in World War IT 
style were now archaic, 

“That is why the first Phantoms were not equipped with guns. 
The pilot took off, was vectored onto his targets, fired his mis- 
siles and that was that. This concept has a certain validity for a 
fighter against 2 bomber. But for a fighter against a fighter it is 
wrong. We in Israel saw this for ourselves in the Sinai campaign 
of 1956. For once planes start turning, their speeds drop and 
so do their distances from each other. And back you come into 
the traditional dogfight. Radiuses of turn are bigger in supersonic 
planes than during the Second World War. But no missile can 
be fired in a tight turn. That is why we insisted on having 
cannon as our prime weapon. We ordered cnly a small number 
of missiles. Every one of the 60 kills which we made in the air 
during the Six Day War was made with cannon, We also needed 
cannon to attack tanks as missiles cannot do this job effectively.” 


Missiles too expensive 


In demanding a pair of 30-millimetre cannon for each aircraft 
the Israelis had another reason. The Russians were charging 
the Egyptians bargain basement prices for their MiG fighter and 
Atoll missiles. But the French were selling their Matra missiles 


at up to $50,000 apiece. At that price no Israeli pilot dared. 


miss his target. Learning from Israeli experience in the Middle 
East, the US Air Force, which armed its first Phantoms in Viet- 
nam only with missiles, added cannon. Switzerland. South Africa 
and Australia, also insisted on having cancon in their Mirages. 

The Israelis asked for their Mirage ΠΙῸ ground attack planes 
to be equipped to carry four bombs—-two under the wings and 
two in tandem under the fuselage—instead of the two carried by 
the Armée de 'Air Mirages.

The Mirage went into battle for the first time at dusk on 20 
August 1963 over Galilee. Israeli radar screens revealed the pre- 
sence of eight subsonic MiG-17s over Lake Tiberias, ‘Two 
Mirages rose to intercept them. The Syrian pilots were taken 
unawares when the Israeli planes pounced from behind at twice

τ Israel’s border with Syria. The others fled. The thunder crack as 
the Mirages broke through the sound barrier and swept in to 
attack was heard in a synagogue at the wedding of a Mirage 
pilot and a girl from the Degania kibbutz. Jokingly. the groom 
told the bride: “You've made me miss the world’s first Mirage 
battle.” In fact there was no battle. The Syrians were so sur- 
prised that they did not even try to fightrback. 

The Mirage performed its first bombing mission three months 
later when Syrian artillery opened fire from the Golan Heights 
on the Dan kibburz just as a small community was settling 
down for its Sabbath holiday. The village was severely damaged 
by the first salvo. There was a hurried conference between Pre- 
mier Eshkol and General Itzhak Rabin, Chief of the General 
Staff, as the shells continued to fall on the village. General Weiz- 
man was driving home from his office in Tel Aviv when Rabin 

* called him on his car's radio telephone. Weizman at once gave 
the alert to the Israeli base nearest the Syrian border. Within 
Minutes a host of warplanes was heading towards the Golan 
Heights. Mystéres and Sud: Vautour bombers pounded the Syrian 
batteries with incendiary bombs and high explosives. Then, 


flanked by Supér-Mystéres, the Mirages roared in at tree-top 


level and unloaded their bombs. 
Mirage-MiG dogfight 


The next day. 14 November 1964, marked the first sharp 
᾿ dogfight between the Mirage and its Soviet rival. the MiG-21 


which at that time was not yet operational in Vietnam. Four 
Syrian MiGs swept in along their favourite intrusion route over, |; 
Lake Tiberias. As soon as two Mirages swung in to attack, the. 


Syrians turned round and headed back towards Damascus. To 
lighten his own plane for combat one of the Mirage pilots jet- 
tisoned the drop tanks containing his reserve of fuel. and fired 
“thre cannon salvoes: A ‘plumie:of smoke spurted’frémia MiG's 
tail and it dived to destruction. The three other MiGs ‘fled. - 
The Mirage’s most active spell of duty before the Six Day 
War covered the months of July and August 1966. On Bastille 
¥ day. while Parisians admired the Armée de [Air Mirages soaring 
over the Champs Elysées, the Israelis sent their own on a mission 
into Syria. Their orders were to smash tractors and excavation 
equipment with which the Syrians were digging canals to divert 
the course of the Jordan and deprive Israef of its-vital water 
supplies. Four Syrian MiG-21s intervened after the third wave 
of Mirages crossed the border. One MiG was shot down, but 
the pilot operated his ejection seat and parachuted to safety. 
Rabin issued this order of the day: “I order the Mirages no 
longer to consider the Syrian frontier as an obstacle when they 
give chase to enemy planes. The frontier must no longer serve. 
as a protective wall for the Syrian MiGs.” In April 1967, two 
months before the Six Day War, the Israeli Mirages scored a new 
success against the Syrians when they shot down seven MiGs in 
a three-hour battle. 


Egyptians keep away 


“ The Egyptian Air Force was more wary. Its MiG pilots only | 
ventured within range of the Mirages for the first time in October | 


1966 when four of them crossed into the Negev Desert. Two 
Mirages immediately took off to intercept the intruders. One MiG 
was destroyed by cannonfire and another by the first Matra’ 
missile’ fired from’ an Israeli plane. The other two MiGs fied 
towards the Suez Canal. : 

The Israelis learned a lot from these brief encounters with the 
enemy. They discovered that by getting on a MiG’s tail they 
could force the Arab pilot to turn in faster and tighter circles 
until, stunned by the heavy gravity pull, he spun into the ground, 
aften without ἃ single shot being fired from the Mirage's guns. 
Tsraeti pilots are up in the air every day pushing their planes to 
the extreme limits of their manoeuvrability. This daily training 
enabies them to withstand a fantastic amount of “g” without 
“blacking out”. Egyptian and Syrian pilots put in only a fraction 
of tho-time spent by their opponents is practising combat exer- 
cise, A Western air force officer who has watched the Middle 
East air war on the spot for several years says: “Pitting an 
Isrucli pilot against an Arab is like a tennis match between a 
man who plays every dsy and a fellow who has not played for 

_ six months.”

In preferring the bars of Cairo and Damascus to Cairo training 
or operational missions, the Arab pilots follow the example of 
their senior officers, many of whom have not flown for ten 
years. Israel Air Force chiefs make a point of breaking the 
Tules which forbid-them to fly in action. Until he became Minister 
of Transport, Ezer Weizman was still flying over the Suez Canal 
and Nile Delta, with the safety pin blocking the ejection seat in 


his Mirage cockpit to ensure he never fell into enemy hands . 


alive. The example of their leaders is an inspiration to the Israeli 
pilots which has no counterpart in the enemy camp. Even more 
important, the Arabs lack the motivation of a small nation in 
which every citizen feels that he has his back to the wall, 
Cotonel Alfred Segura, who commanded the Armée de PAir 
base at Creil where Israeli pilots got their first experience of 
Dassault’s Super-My'sttres, says: “These boys were fantastic. 
They learned to handle the aircraft even faster than our own 
French pilots on the course. Only their officers spoke French. 
So all the instructions had to be translated for them into Hebrew.. 
But within 2 few weeks they surpassed our pilots in combat 
exercises.” The explanation is simple. For the French pilots their 
spell on Super-Mysitres was just another phase of their training... 
For the Israelis it meant acquiring skill and knowledge which 
within weeks or even days could be vital to the survival of their 


people.

The Knesset's Economie Commit- 
tee heerd from Israel Bank Gov-

PREVENT OVER-EMPLOYMENT 

A monetary and economic prog- 
ramme should be adopted which 
would prevent this over-employment; 
and,. meanwhile, wage and price 
rises: should be restrained. This 
restraint would be best achieved 
by the Finance Minister's plan to 
drop the Savings Loan and part 
of the Defence Levy, in addition 
to paying employees a Cost-of- 
Living increment next year. Other- 
wise, he said, big wage increases 
would create a chain-reaction of 
price rises, leading to more wage 
claims. 


‘The three parties to the "package 


deal” of two years ago should con- 
tinue their mutual cooperation now, 
so as to ensure stability, he be- 
lieved.

The first version of the lock, for 
use with car antennas, was given 
its first public display at a Tech- 
nion congress on mechanical en- 
gineering last summer. Dr. Popper’ 
said yesterday that, since then, Ra- 
fael's “backroom boys” have deve- 
loped many uses for the lock, in- 
cluding securing drawers and win- 
dows and even ladies' handbags. Its 
advantage is that it will lock an 
implement into place with only 
slight pressure, and unlock it again 
with a quarter turn, without any 
mechanical devices. It is also cheap 
to produce.

Mr. Margulls will concentrate on 
clarifying the position of Leyland 
regarding its obligations towards 
Autocars, The two other members, 
representing the Government, will 
be makiag the flrst official contact 
with ‘Leyland since Autocars went 
bankrupt. They will try to clanfy 
future contacts with the English 
company and its responsibility for 
supplying necessary spare parts. 
They will also seek to get a 
Signed agreement concerning the 
450 buses which Leyland-Ashdod 
has promised to deliver mext year. 

Now that Autecars has managed 
to obtaln ali the ILl2m. which it 
meeded for continued operation — 
haif from the Government and half 
from the banks — the company's 
three plants will continue to ope- 
rate. Tne funding is considered 
essentia! for the completion and 
sale of the machines op the pro- 
duction Lines.

The marchers carried 
posters refiecting their fear and 
anger: “We were not partners to 
the millions that were earned. We 
don’t want to be partners to the 
losses," one of the placards read.

Peled says 


Georgians 


want to stay, not leave

Absorption Minister Natan Peled said yesterday that an_investi- 
gation by his Ministry had uncovered no evidence that Georgian 
immigrants in Israel had requested U.S.S.R. President Nikolai Pod- 
gforny’s assistance in returning to the Soviet Union. 


Mr, Peled told a press conference 
in Jerusalem that some of the per- 
sons identified in a ‘Ma’ariv™ 
story last week as having signed 
such a request denied it upon being 
questioned, They said that they had 
heard of other people who had 
signed. Not all the persons named 
in the article as signatories had 
been questioned, the Minister said. 

A number of Georgian immigrant 
families — “fewer than 10" — had 
reguested information about ob- 
taining passports that would per- 
mit them to leave the country, ‘Mr. 
Peled said. But he fermed pub- 
lished accounts of widespread un- 
rest among Georgian immigrants 
“inflated and exaggerated.” 

Asked about reports of provoca- 
tion, the Minister said that certain 
people ave exploited ferment 
among Georgians “for anti-Israel, 
anti-aliya purposes." He sald he 
hed no evidence to indicate In- 
voivement of Meir Wilner or his 
Rakah iNew Communist) Party. 
“I won't take it upon myself to 
say ie an organized group fs in- 
volved.”

would virtually wipe out the 
custom of giving pensioners 2 lump~ 
sum settlement — by making it 
subject to Income tax — has been 
approved by a subcommittee of 
on tex re- 
form, it is learned. 


At present, many provident funds 
contain a provision that. when the 
beneficiary reaches the age of 65 
‘or 60 in the case of women) and 
Jeaves his piace of employment, he 
can choose between ἃ monthly pen- 
sion and a one-time settlement. 
Many pensioners, who want to 
open small businesses or think 
they can invest the funds i 
to them better than the provident 
fund does. prefer a lump settle- 
ment. 


The monthly pension cheque ts 
taxed at present; but since it rarely 
fs more than ΤῸ per cent of the 
last pay check. income tax is 
medium to low. But one-time 
payments are not taxed δὲ pre- 
sent. If income tax is imposed on 
them, it wili be in the highest 
bracket (Le. 75 per cent or more), 
thus giving the beneficiary either 
a very small lump sum, or ζοτο- 
ing him to prefer the monthly 
pension scheme. 


The proposal, which was re- 
portedly approved by the sub- 
committee. will come up soon for 
discussion in the plenary of the 
Asher Committee.
